PLACENTIA—By opening time 
on Thursday morning a customer 
at the Bank of America at 1831

the building had been fire bombed 
six hours before. Repair crews 
hurriedly called to the scene 
replaced the desks, scarred 
counter and plate glass window, 
and it was “business as usual.” ; 

Patrolling Officer David 
Leonard had checked the bank and 
shopping area routinely at 3:30 
a.m. Fifteen minutes later as he 
cruised the area he observed fire 
through the window. Placentia 
fire units were called and forcing 
the door open, they quickly 
extinguished the blaze which had 
scarred the desks, tellers counter 
and the surrounding floor, causing 
$6,500 damage. 

A brick had been tossed through 
one of the large plate glass 
windows and landed on a desk 
nearby. Through the broken 
window fire bembs were tossed 


\ into the building. The bombs were 
\ crudely constructed of quart pop 


bottles filled with light flammable 
liquid with wicks of cotton cloth. 
There were only three. 

“Given fifteen minutes more, 
the fire would have been a major 
one,’ commented Fire Chief 
Sims. He observed that the work 
was probably that of amateurs 
local delinquent 
talent. 

At the city press conference 
Thursday, Mayor Robert Finnell 
said, “‘We are proud of the job

Opposes Tax 


PLACENTIA — The local 
Chamber of Commerce expressed 
extreme opposition to the 
proposed utility tax at the last 
meeting of the City Council.

Bradford called for a vote of the 
people on needed capital 
improvements before instituting a 
new tax.

We encourage the City 
Council to investigate all possible 
alternatives to this tax before 
taking action which will be 
detrimental to all segments of our 
community.”’

Tuffree Boulevard leading 
to Tuffree Hill Park in 
Placentia has become a 
heavily traveled street 
apparently because of the 
lack of a key to open a small 
gate at Tuffree 
Intermediate School. 

The traffic problem was 
brought to the attention of 
the City Council at its 
adjourned meeting Monday 
night when several 
residents of the street 
appeared to request that 
some action be taken. 

Residents said that 
speeding. blocking 
driveways, and massive 
traffic jams were becoming 
common place during early 
evening hours when parents 
bring their children to the 
park for football practice. 

Originally the parking lot 
in front of Tuffree School on 
Kraemer Boulevard was 
supposed to handle this 
traffic with the gate at 
Tuffree being opened to 
allow the children to walk to 
the fields on the west end of 
the school. 

The school district was 
supposed to supply a key to 
the gate to the city but this 
was never done and the 
people could not get 


through. thus forcing them

to use Tuffree Boulevard for 
access. 

Councilmen ordered the 
staff to make an effort to 
get a key to the gate and to 
inform the people that they 
should use the school 
parking lot and not use 
Tuffree Boulevard to get to 
the park.
